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Kokusai Theater Closes; But lt May Rise Agalin

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Like a 
Phoenix rising out of its Own ashes， 
the okusai Theater may yet 
Survive.、 Just two weeks ago the 
future looked Ppretty glum for the 
city s only Showcase for Japanese 
films，when the theaters owner， 
Harold ITIwamasa，announced his 
decision to shut down the theater for 
good thlis week. 

Citing the lack of firstrun films 
coming _ from Japan and the 
dwindling audience for reruns of the 
Samural classics，Iwamasa 
reluctantly Sslated the closing for 
yesterday, January 8. The samturai 
action film that launched the theater 
in 1971, Band or4ssassins Starring 
Toshiro Mifune，was also 
programmed for the final bill. 

To thank the_ community that 
Supportedthe Kokusai, Iwamasahas 
Set a two-day free and continuous 
Showing ofthe 33rd film ofthe Tora- 
0a1， Series， Tora-9a1， Mar7iasge 
Cou1selon for _ Saturday and 


Sunday, January 19-20.

RESCUE 

But just as the bumbling street 
peddler TIora-San manages to 
Salvage 3a precarious Situation in the 
last reel, there may be an eleventh- 
hour rescue for the Kokusai. 
Iwamasa told EasW 了 est last week 
that he has investors interested in a 
Conversion of the third floor of his 
building at the corner of Post and 
Buchanan into  a combination 


performing arts Space and movie 


theater. 

TIwamasa said that much depends 
on costs to remodel the theater to 
meet bullding code standards， He 
has talked to Several performing arts 
groups，_ including the Asian 
American TIheater Company, abonut 
acombination usage of a performing 
artSs Space and movie theater for 
showings of Japanese films. 

“We could have 26 weekends of 
Japanese pictures and the other 26 
for the performing arts groups,” 
TJwamasa Said.”“ We could also have 
weekends available for social 
gatheringSs. FEor example，recently I 
rented the [existing] theater for a 
New Years party and tea 
ceremony.”(Anyone interested in 
renting the theater from now to June 
can call 503-1401). 

STUDY 

Jwamasa has enlisted an 
architect to Submit a cost study for a 
200-seat theater (100 fewer seats 
than the present theater) with 
dressing room Space for the third 
floor. The nightclub that currently 
Ooccupies the third foor, 攻 anzaki7s， 
would not be displaced, according to 
TIwamasa，The theater would be 
constructed inside thenightclub and 
the existing Nihonmachi Sign and 
tower would be retained. 

LIf the Asian American Theater 
Company became a major tenant, it

would need nine months ayear for a 
full season of production. IJwamasa 
Said he would then try to find 
investors who “ would program 
Japanese films for the ,summer 
months, when thetheatercompanyis 
onhiatus. He saidheis willingtorent 
the third floorto the theater group for 
“和 1 a year for the firstyear or two,” 
provided they can come up with the 
improvement costs for the structural 
WoOrIk. 

It would seem that for the cash- 
poor Asian American ITheater 
Company to be the prime tenant, the 
city would have to provide funding 
and the remodeling costs could not 
be too Steep. Even if the theater 
company 1S$ unable to _ raise the 
money，Iwamasa has other groups 
and theatrical producers interested 
in participating in Some Sort of 
package for the theater. 

TIJwamasa _ revealed that the 
representatives in LA of the 
Japanese film distribution 
companies were “very happy”when 
they heard that they milght still have 
an outlet for their films. 

BOOMING 

Forthe firsteight ornine years of 
the theater's operation, business Was 
booming，Lwamasa Said.“ 工 he first 
year was just fantastic. We Played 
Ba1ma or 48sassi11s for two solid 
months, Next we had the Sa7azraz 
771osgy and we had waiting lines 
down the block. We played that for 
Six Solid weeks, The old flms often 
produced better grosses than the new 
films. ”ITIwamasu pointed out that 
many non-AsSians became caught up 
in the Samurai fever but when they 
tired of the reruns in the 80s， 
business suffered. 

“We just can't get enough_ good 
films [from Japan] that appeal to 
Western audiences， Producers in 
Japan are primarily interested in 
satisfying the Japanese public. They 
canbuy a Clint Eastwood picture for 
ahalfamillion and make abig profit. 
Why should they risk the five to 10 
million dollar costto make a Mifune 
film> Even 7ora-Sa7z，which has a 
low cost (for Japanese standards)， 
costs about three to four million. 
People in Japan like to turn on the 
tube and see a Western.”Iwamasu 
said that in 1984 he was able to 
program only about 12 firstrun 
features from Japan. 

The Kokusal was narrowlyin the 
red in both 1983 and 1984.，When 
the number of firstrun features 
available in 1985 and 1986 showed 
no Sign of improvement，LIwamasa 
knew he had to take some action. He 
tried to interest the art house theater 
owners in SE into leasingthe theater， 
but he got no takers. He is now close 


to firming up a deal to rent the first 
two foors of the building to a retail 
OperatiOnnuna9R STEELOR 9 DT 
business， he said. 

SALINAS 

IJwamasa was born about “a 
block and a half from the theater,” 
but he grew up in the Salinas Valley. 
When he was about 14 he was 
interned with his family in Tule Lake 
during World War 工 . 

“It didn't bother me too much， 
but my father was really hurt and he 
never recovered. He had to struggle 
most of his life and he lost his job 

Supervising 50-00 people working 
forhim [on a produce farm]. He was 
always loyal, but he was very disap- 
pointed in the US. He died in 279.” 

After the war, TIwamasa worked 
as a civilian for the Department of 
the Army in Okinawa and then got 
married in Hawaii In 1951 he 
Worked for an import-export firm 这 
SE. 

In 1958 he took over the lease 
from the city for the operation of the 
Japanese Tea Garden concession in 
Golden Gate Park.“We started in 
the dead of winter. Wehadto getthe 
city to approve arestoration program 
SO _ that we could tear down the 
existing Structure which was really in 
bad shape.” Iwamasa raised from 
Private Sources the $75;000 needed 
to construct (in 1958-59) what now 
is the presentifacility. He did such 
good business that he paid off the 
loan“in two to three yearS.” 

MOVE 

After sellinghis interestinthe tea 
garden， Iwamasa invested in 
property in Japantown and started 
his own wholesale importrexport 
business， He owns the building 
housingthe Kokusai acomplex with 
about seven tenants._ When the old 
Toho Theater on Union 9treet lost 
its lease，Iwamasu and his wife 
suggested to the local Toho repre- 
sentative that the theater move to 
Japantown. The present odd square 
line-up of seating, with the best Seats 
on the floor separated by an 
obtrusive middle aisle，came abonut 
when the 600-seat theater originally

FEorty Chinese blue-and-white 
porcelains produced in the kilns of 
Jingdezhen，Jiangxi pIovince，were 
selected for display from the 
collections assembled independently 
during the 1940s and 1950s by two 
Connoisseur-collectors， Avery 
Brundage and Roy Leventritt，All 
teipieces now belong to the Asian 
Art Museum，giving it the largest 
holding of such porcelains of any 
museum in America or continental 
Erope (with the exception of three 
iondon，where the study of blue-

and-white has centered during the 
Past century.) 

The Asian Art Museum 
exhibition， under the supervision of 
Senior Curator Clarence Shangraw， 
will show pieces from four different 
stages of production from the 
Jingdezhen kilns，emphasizing the 
classic“golden age.”This spanned 
only the decade of the Xuande reign 
(A.D. 1426-1435), but the fourteen 
examples to be shown 一 bowls， 
stemmed cups，vases,，jars，covered 
dishes，and a tankard 一 exemplify 
the spectacular achievements of the 
anonymous potters who created for 
the imperial court at that time. 

The Jingdezhen kilns were 
established in the 10th century and 
have remained in almost constant 
operation. The blue-and-white por- 
celains produced there during the 
15th century developed the full 
perfection of underglaze technique 
that has often been imitated bnut 
neVver duplicated.

This monthly, like other works from 
9his department，was for ”internal 
circulation only,”that is，only 5300 
leaders of cultural and political 
groups in Peking had access to these 
foreign literature reviews and trans- 
lations,， Shi s monthly was 
considered an analytical tool for 
cadres to Select the socio-political 
elements that made up an American 
best Seller. 

The first _ American book 
translated _ after a decade of 
“continuous revolution,”was 上 ove 
iory，9hi pointed out that Jiang 
Qing had a great interest in 
American art and_ was known to 
watch old American films at her 
Peking residence while her political 
power was fading in .the _ mid- 
Seventies. (She had been a Shanghai 
actress in the 30s$，before her 
marriage to Mao). . 

INTITERPRETATION 

The next book translated and 
edited by Shi was Jomatipam 
了 LIVIASSLON NeaSU 凡 Chinese 
literature analysts had read that 
Taiwan's president，Chiang Ching- 
kuo， praised the “book 
recommended it to _ the public in 
Taiwan. This was the rationale for its 
translation and internal 
circulation.”

COSMIC LONELINESS 
In the following pair of in-

His usual distractions of going 
shopping or to the movies could not 
alleviate his _ condition. He felt 
“helpless,...alone,...painful,...

CULTIURAL LONELINESS 

Another form of loneliness oc- 
curred more commonly among the 
interviewees. Galvin defined cul- 
tural loneliness as“a longing for 
...basic jdeas，norms，beliefs，at- 
titudes， values，:and experiences 
that were an inherent part of one?S 
perSsonal world.?” 

On the whole，Galvin reflected， 
the interviewees”experiences_ with 
this type of loneliness were not 
serious，most likely because all 13 
resided in San Francisco, “where 
Chinese culture is strongly repre- 
Sented.” 

In order to avoid cultural lone- 
liness, the immigrants tended to re- 
main within their own ethnic 
group，minimizing confrontations 
with those of other racial back- 
grounds， 

The immigrants cited different 
reasons for_ cultural loneliness，in- 
cluding coping with language bar- 
riers，being in a new environment， 
and the different lifestyle in Amer- 
ica. They seemed to be most SuScep- 
tible to this loneliness during their 
first months in this country，ob- 
served the psSychologist. 

Two years before moving to San 
Francisco，Jackson Lai arrived in 
Virginia in 1978 as a high school

student. He had difficulty commnu- 
nicating in the midst of an entirely- 
Catcasian poptulation. 

Even though others were ami- 
cabletoward him,“...all Icould do 
wasnodmy head. Ididn?t have any 
friends with whom I could talk,” 
Lal revealed . 

As a result，he,devoted his tme 
and effort to studying，reading，oOr 
watching TV 一 alone，Dnuring the 
School day，he was most aware of 
his loneliness at lunch time. Instead 
of joining his classmates，he with- 
drew to the library. 

Moreover， he fantasized to 
“break onut of the loneliness.”He 
contemplated “howthings mightbe 
in the future，where I might live， 
the work I might do..maybe how a 
girlfriend might be.”The loneliness 
eventually subsided . 

STRANGE NEW LIFE 

Thirty-four-year-old Wong Waih 
Keung attributed his loneliness to 
the initial trials and insecurities of 
adjusting to a“strange new life.?” 

Scared and anxious，Wong was 
restricted to the Chinatown district 
because of lack of fluency in En- 
glish. He couldnit find a job, as he 
had little work experience.， Going 
out for entertainment wasn?t prac- 
tical, as he wasn't familiar with the 
city and couldn't afford such lux- 
Uries. In addition, he had a “defen- 
Sive block”and couldn't trust peo- 
ple in his strange，new environ- 
ment. 0 

Consequently， he would “go 
home and just stare at the four 
walls. Even if Tturned on the TVI 
didn't understand it,” Wong de- 
Scribed . 

When Wong found employment， 
his activities were restricted further， 
for he spent most of his time be- 
tween his job and school. Because 
he found that he had greater finan- 
cial Security before he immigrated， 
he considered returning to _ Hong 
Kong.“I wasn't sure what future 
had here in the United States,”he 
explained . 

“和 Limited ， finances Somehow 
heightened his sense of loneliness OFT 
obstructed his _ escape from lone- 
liness,”Galvin noted . 

“People who have a lot of 
money” do not feel as lonely as 
those who aren't as financially 
stable，Wong contended. Rich peo- 
ple“%don't have to worry abonut the 
future,”he believed. 

After completing a college educa- 
tion to become a computer Pro- 
grammer，Wong revealed he felt 
“more Secure” because he learned 
miore English，found a job,， earned 
asuitable income, and went out for 


“tea more frequently. His “Sphere of 


activities broadened” and he had 
“more freedom .7 
DIFFERENCES 

Accountant John Lee encoun- 
tered loneliness while experiencing 
differences in American 1lifestyle， 
Such as Socializing in bars with his 
Caucasian CO-wOTKers. 

“Around the _ office you (Spoke) 
the same language,”Ssaid Lee,“but 
sitting around in a bar... is kind of 
Immeaningless. You just Sit there... 
you don't drink much.” 

“JIt is not that you don?t want to 
make friends,” Lee emphasized，

CONSIDERATIONS 
Whether or not an Owner of a 
mujltiple-unit building should sub- 
divide it into condominiums to be

ect?s economic feasibility. For this 
analysis the Owner must research 
the cost of conversion，the cost to 
finance Such conversion where re- 
quired, and the cost of sale.

in the SF Bay Area has been at 
prices hardly different from those 
of free standing homes. This single 
factor，above all else，has caused 
poor sales in many' local projects 
for the last few years, resulting in a 
recent OverSsupply，A few projects 
have even been taken back by an 
unpaid lender. 

Perhaps in only a uniquely -dis- 
tinguished development can the 
condominium unit price be at pari- 
ty with，or even higher than the 
price of a convyentional home. 
Some examples are rare and attrac- 
tive financial center locations where 
land is not available for free Stan- 
ding homes，oOr luxury develop- 
ments complete with all amenities 
such as _ doorman，security，pool， 
and tennis coUrts，which would.be 
beyond the normal reach of young 
executives to Own Separately and 
where the demand for such units is 
a pIOven fact. 

Lacking these Or equivalent 
distinctivenesSs， comImOon Sense 
would suggest that a more typical 
project in an average Or good 
neighborhood should be Priced at 
Something less than a free standing 
home of comparable-size and facil- 
ities. Without considering other 
factors，a_general rule can be: the 
more a condominium is priced be- 
low a conventional home of similar 
Size and in a similar location，the 
more marketable will be the units in 
the development or the conversion . 


TECHNICAL 
CONSIDERATIONS 

Another inescapable evaluation 
in deciding on the conversion of ex- 
isting units involves fundamentally 
“technical” matters。 Does the 
property lend itself suitably or 
jdeally，in terms of Space，floor- 
plan，architectural features，etc.， 
for division into the unit space and
